had no time to destroy the guns, which 
on falling into 
Austro-German 
hands 
were turned by their new owners against 
the inner fortifications says a dispatch 
to the exchange telegraph company from 
Copenhagen. 


It is understod the 
dispatch 
adds, 
that the Austrians railway officials, the 
police and municipal officers and others 
who fled from Przemysl when the forts 
capitulated to the Russians have now 
gathered at Cracow ready to return to 
the recaptured city. 


Surprise to London. 


Thf nt'WH was received in London with 
a certain degree of surprise. While it 
had bcf.'ii woll known that the Riissian 
position at J^rzcmysl was serious to say 
th(; least, and that the artillery fire of 
t])i.' Gerniaiiie allies was daily becoming 
oore terrific, tlie announcement from 
Vienna of an Austrian victory was not 
expected so <)uickly, particularly in view 
of the ofTicial statement from Petro- 
prad of last Monday saying the Aus- 
tro-fierman grip befor« 
PrzemvBl 
had 
been broken and that the offensive in 
the great Malician struggle had passed 
to the RussianK. 


The Austrians entered 
Przemysl 
at 
half past ."i o'clock this morning after a 


hammering with heavy guns that lasted 
morp~ than twenty days, 'i'he capitula- 
tion of Przemysl must be ascribed to 
the effectiveness of this artillery on- 
sla\ight. The occupation of the fortress 
by tlie Austrians will remove the danger 
of the Russian threat against Cracow, 
Employ Different Method. 


•When the Russians starved out the 
Austrian garrison at Przemysl an oper- 
ation Avhich brought them into the fort- 
ress on March 22, they did it slowly and 
systematically 
conserving the lives of 
their men as much as posible. The me- 
thod which the A astro-German s have 
been employing recently to accomplish the 
same end has been entirely different. 
Their expenditure in men and ammuni- 
tion has perhaps outdone anything in 
this Avar, not even excepting the Ger- 
man rushes for Calais and the terrible 
struggles along the Yser river. 


The retaking of the Przemysl fortress 
already has been characterized by Brit- 
ish observers as one of the most re- 
markable feats of the war. Immediately 
after the surrender of the Austrian gar- 
rison the Russians began a western rush 
through Galicia and it was predicted 
that they would soon overrun both Sile- 
sia and the plains of Hungary. 


Offensive Was Terrific. 


A 
terrific 
Austro-German 
offensive 
was inaugurated, however the result of 
which was to drive the Russians back 
to the San and to enable the Teutonic 
allies to onciróle Przemysl and attack it 
from the north and the southeast. 


The strength of the Russian garrison 
within the fortress has not been known 
in London. 


Another feature of tlie fighting on the 
eastern front is the new attack on War- 
saw. Neither the Russian nor the British 
newspapers are a lile It» say whether the 
renewed battering of the Russian lines 
between the Pilica and the Vistula is 
a serious effort to break through to^ 
the Polish capital or a r»ove timed to 
prevent the Russians from rushing rein- 
forcements to their bard pressed troops 
in Galicia. But what ever the motive, the 
assault has been violent and in force 
along a front of about 25 miles, the 
hardest pressxire being brought to bear 
on the Russians along the Bzura and the 
Rawka rivers.

Prospeota of Much Traffic. 


"1. We believe that such a canal, if 
built, will constitute part of a through 
waterway 
extendinir from Chicago 
to 
New York. 
In fact wo expcct our own 
legislature to act favorably upon bills 
>io\v pending authorizing the 
opening 
up of tho long discussed Lakes-to-the- 
Gulf waterway link between Lockport

Grain By Barges to New York. 


"3. Cliicago is the greatest grain mar- 
ket in tlie country, and its grain business 
continues to grow notwithstanding the 
great growtli elsewliere. Our grain mer- 
chants handle large quantities for ex- 
port, and now make shipments by all 
available routes. It seems obvious that 
a large tonnage of grain destined for 
c.vpovt would be liandled 
by 
through 
barges fiom Cliicago to New York har- 
bor. Wo alfio believe that sudi barge 
transportation would bo utilized for car- 
rying grain to milling points along the 
route, particularly to Buffalo and points 
within New 
York state where 
cheap 
electric power would be available, and 
favorable distributing centers, and at 
favorable distributing centers , and 
at 
points where on account of 
density 
of 
population and proximity 
of 
dairying 
sections, a ready market would exist 
for the bran and other feed stuffs. 


West-Bound Traffic. 


"4. Barges suitable for grain and sim- 
ilar bulk products would also be quite 
suitable for west boiuul transport ation of 
package 
freiglit, machinery, 
manufac- 
tured goods, etc. There is now a large 
volume of tliese classes of freight mov- 
ing betAveen New York, Albany, 
Syra- 
cuse, Rochester, Buffalo and Lake Erie 
points, Detroit, Fort 
Wayne, 
Chicago 
and points farther west. High class im- 
ported goods now come almost exclus- 
ively by all rail from New York to Chi- 
cago. There exists no reason why, if 
suitable 
barges and waterways 
were 
available these goods might not be load- 
ed at the ship's side in New York, and 
come through in bond to 
Cliicago 
at 
greatly reduced cost, and we here point 
out that in Germany it has been found 
quite advantageous to transport fragile 
goods, such as millinery, etc., in barges 
instead of by rail, thus avoiding damage 
in transit. Our 
wholesalers 
are 
now 
handicapped against New York merchants 
because of the high cost of transporta- 
tion. We believe that such a canal would 
do much to remove this inequality, and 
incidentally be a great benefit to the 
people not only of Chicago, but in all of 
the distributing territory which Cliicago 
supplies. 


Chicago and Panama Canal. 


"5. Our merchants and manufacturers 
are now greatly handicapped in carrying 
on their Pacific coast trade. Since the 
Panama canal has 
been 
opened. 
New 
York enjoys much lower 
freight 
rates 
than does Cliicago. During the past few 
months considerable tonnage 
has 
been 
shipped from Chicago and vicinity to 
New York and 
other 
Atlantic 
coast 


K 
oints, and thence to the Pacific coast 
y water. Anything that will reduce 
the cost of transportation of our pro- 
ducts and manufactures to the Atlantic 
seaboard will help our merchants and 
manufacturers with- 
respect 
to 
this 
trade. We say this, not forgetting our 
liopes that the waterway between Chi- 
cago and the ISfississippi will he opened 
up and available also. We need them 
both. 


Its Own Merits Commend It. 


"G. It lias been argued that Chicago 
and the upper lake points arc likely to 
have deep water connections with the 
Atlantic via the Welland-St. Lawrence 
route. We trust this prophecy will come 
true, but it,does not follow that the 
proposed canal between Lake Erie and 
take Michigan would not be needed, As 
pointed out above, there exists a large 
traffic 
l)etween 
Chicago 
and. nearby 
cities and points along the line of the 
through waterway as far as New York. 
New York is the metropolis of the con- 
tinent, and is likely to remain so for » 
good mnny ye«nu Chicago is the second

Jerard is an Englishman. 
He went

tice in the navy.

Kong and enlisted under Uncle 
Sara. 
Dewey's flagship Olympia was in the 
harbor. 
Jerard has today on his stout 
right arm the Stars and Stripes tatooed 
atop of the Union Jack. 
He joined the 
Oh'mpia. 


"In the British service, in those days," 
says Jerard, "conditionis were bad. 
Tlie 
food and the pay aboard the American 
ships looked good to us. 
Besides, there 
was promise of active service." 


A Spanish spy was in Hong Kong. He 
told Dewey he could pilot the Olympia 
into Manila bay because he knew where 
tho German ship Irene had laid mines.

Conditions Could Not Be 
Worse if the Country 
Were at War. 
I 


Teheran, Persia, June 3.—War is re- 
sponsible for hard times iii Persia, al- 
though the country is neutral. 
Businesa 
and financial conditions 
could 
be 
no 
worse if Persia were the center of hosti- 
lities. 
Trade has been at a stgindstill 
since the beginning of the war. 
The 
exchange rate is so unfavorable that tha 
silver kran, formerly worth about ten 
cents, now brings only about 6 1-2 to 7 
cents. 
The government is at its wits' 
end in an effort to find money to pay 
salaries to government officials. 
There 
is an imprecendented scarify of silver 
coins, and many 
well-to-do 
citizens 
buried all their savings, fearing the im- 
certain times of war. 


Trade with foreign countries stopped 
at the outbreak 
of 
war. 
Caravan 
routes are made dangerous and risky by 
the activity of tribesmen and bandits. 
The usual large shipments of tobacco 
and opium have accordingly been stop- 
ped, with very serious results to the 
considerably! sections of the community 
dependent on this trade for their live- 
lihood. 


Fianancially Persia is dependent upon 
Russia and England, the two banks, one 
English and the other Russian, are fac- 
ing verj' serious difficulties. 
'The Rus- 
sian government originally 
prohibited 
exports of petroleum and all sorts of 
food supplies into Persia, fearing that 
these 
commodities 
mif^ht 
indirectly 
reach Turkey. 
This caused a sweeping 
rise in the price of petroleum, 
sugar, 
and other things. 
The prohibition was 
abolished some time later, and prices 
\rcnt down again, but not to their previ- 
ous level. 


The industrial centers where woven 
fabrics, rugs, silver and leather ware, 
sword blades, earthenware and articles 
of luxury are manufactured are all in 
a state of prostration. 
Tho Armenian 
dealers and agents have received notices 
from all their clients in England and 
America that no further imports are to 
be expectetl for a long time. 


The alliance betAveen Russia and Eng- 
land has caused much speculation and 
alarm in Persia. 
With only a limited 
acquaintance with the geography 
and 
current historj- of western Europe, most 
Persians jumped to the conclusion that 
the alliance must have some foundation 
in Persian affairs. 
They soon found an 
explanation, which is still generally ac- 
cepted. 
The two great nations, this ex- 
planation avers, decided to put an end 
to their squabbles over Persia by form- 
ing an alliance and dividing Persia be- 
tween them in 
accordance 
with 
the 
"spheres of influence" established' by the 
convention of 1907. 


Accordingly, the Persian 
sympathies 
naturally went in most cases to Ger- 
many. 
The addition of Turkey to the 
list of combatants created a tremendous 
impression, more especially upon 
the 
clerg3'. 
The German legation at Tehe- 
ran fostered this feeling of friendship 
toward Germany. 
Matters came near 
a crisis with the discovery of a plot to 
murder tho Russian, British, French and 
Bel£:ian ministers. 
The plot failed only 
because of a premature 
explosion 
of 
some bombs which were to have been 
used. 


Russian prestige suffered 
a further 
setback soon afterward 
when 
Tabriz 
and Urmia were temporarily occupied by 
the Turks. 


The handful of Belgians residing in 
Persia, most of whom are engacred in 
work as finance controllers and customa 
officers, has also 
been tlip 
subject of 
popular animosity, and on one occasion 
nothing but the lucky arrival of a forco 
of fiemlarmes under a 8wedish military 
officer saved 
the finance controller at 
Ispahan from violence.

President Wilson's formal notification to all factions in Mexico 
that unless differences are speedilj^ composed and a recognized gov 
emment of law and order quickly established in that unhappy re 
public marks an end of the policy of watchful waiting. Through a 
period of two years, often in the face of great provocation, the près 
ident has kept hands off in the hope that the Mexican people mighii 
be able to work out their own salvation. 
Again and again has a 
government that promised well been set up at Mexico City, only to 
be turned against and overthrown by those who had been its sup 
porters. There has been no desire upon the part of the United States 
to meddle in Mexican affairs, and least of all a desire to profit by 


^»he misfortunes of the southern republic. 


But the situation is one which has unquestionably placed upon 
the United States a distinct responsibility to the remainder of civil 
tzation, and disagreeable as it may be this country is confronted by a 
very real duty—that of saving Mexico from itself. It is not a ques 
tion of American rights and American investments there. The issue 
is deeper than that. This country cannot permit a continued reign 
of anarchy, lawlessness and pillage to continue indefinitely next door 
and the situation is intensified by the fact that the conflict in Mex- 
ico has brought the civilian population there face to face with star- 
eation. 


What steps may be necessary to adjust affairs and restore peacc 
and order in Mexico no man can now tell. It may be that the warn 
Ing will suffice. It may be that support will have to be given to the 
faction which promises best results, and there is also the disagreeable 
prospect of armed intervention. There are those who have been 
clamoring for that from the first, and yet behind President Wilson in 
his desire to avoid meddling has been the great preponderance of 
public opinion. That same opinion will be behind him now in the 
new policy to be followed in dealing with a situation in which fur- 
ther forbearance has become intolerable.

Highway bulletin No. 1 prepared by 
George E. Martin, has been issued by 
the engineering department of Purdue 
university. 
It is presented as the first 
of series which should be of much bene- 
fit to the various county governmenis. 
The subject d^alt with in tlie first bulle- 
tin is road maintenance. 
Indiana uas, 
generally speaking, only four types of 
roads—, earth untreated, gravel, maca- 
dam and harder surfaces, which include 
concrete and brick. 
The bulletin des- 
cribes the organization—or rather lack 
of organization—in 
the 
handling 
of 
road maintenance in this state. 
Roads 
are placed in two classes, township and 
county. 
In the township, day labor 
may be exacted from the rural residents 
or the equivalent in money required. 
The county appropriates funds, and all 
roads receive the benefits of the auto- 
mobiles tax moneys as appropriated by 
the state. 


Broader roads are needed in Indiana. 
Traveling in the same track causes ruts 
and ruts ruin a highway. Concrete and 
brick are not subject to such wear to a 
dangerous degree. Indiana's earth roads 
with proper care, may be kept open 
most of the year. 
There should be, 
however, more systematic and scientific 
care, such as ditching, draining, dragg- 
ing and weed cutting. 
Many counttes 
suffer from washed out highways when 
a thick planting of red clover, timothy 
or other strong-growing grass at the 
sides Avould prevent erosion. 
The state 
has many miles of gravel roads, and 
w;th these, ^as with the macadam, the 
automobile has played havoc. 
Super- 
visors persist in endeavoring to repair 
gravel roads by 
dumping 
gravel 
in 
wagon lengths, expecting traffic to do 
the rest. 
This was possible in the days 
of horse-drawn vehicles, but not now 
with motor cars. 
Automobiles turn to 
either side, and thus the edges of the 
road are ruined, while the crown re- 
mains a heap of unpacked gravel. 


The effect of tho automoljile on tho 
macadam roads is destructive, as su- 
pervisors have 
long 
recognized. 
To 
counteract the 
suction 
of 
pneumatic 
tires, some sort of bituminous surfacing 
is recommended, and as long as this is 
intact 
it 
meets 
t h e 
requirements. 
Where traflic is heavy, few roads can 
withstand the strain. 
Concerning con- 
crete roads, the bulletin has this to say: 


Many miles of concrete roads have 
been built and many more will be built 
in Indiana. A concrete road is not en- 
tirely free from maintenance, although 
if it is properly constructed it should 
require but little attention. 
However 
if this small amount of maintenance 
is neglected, the road may be serious 
ly injured, and in time may be destroy 
ed, or at least made practically impass- 
able. 


It is the conclusion of Mr. Martin 
that "there is no perfect road surface," 
and that the old adage, "A stich in 
time," applies more to road mainten- 
ance than to any other feature of the. 
work. 
Maintenance is a lesson which 
Indiana must learn if it is to improve 
its highways and at the same 
time 
lessen highway drain on the tax list.

Indianapolis, June 3.—^Adjutant Gen- 
eral Frank L. Bridges of the Indiana 
National Guard has sent notices to of- 
ficers of ten companies of the giiard 
asking what steps, if any, have been 
taken toward bringing their organiza- 
tions up to the standard of efficiency 
set by the war department as a requisit 
for obtaining federal aid. The ten com- 
panies in question will be automatically 
mustered out of the service as the result 
of a report received by Adjutant Gen- 
eral Bridges from the war 
department 
which report disqualifies the ten com- 
panies from further participation in mil- 
itary work because they have not reach- 
ed the sta-ndard of efficiency set by the 
war department. 


Tho ten companies can again receive 
federal aid only on>^their reorganization 
as new companies. 


The companies affected by the depart- 
ment's report are five in the first in 
fantry as follows: Company C, of jSTew 
Albany, company F, of Madison, com- 
pany H, of Bloomingtonj company I, of 
Washington and company K, of Mart- 
insville. There are three companies in the 
Second Infantry as follows: Company E, 
of Franklin, company H, of Indianapo- 
lis and cxjmpany M, of Anderson. In ad- 
dition to those named there are two 
from the Third Infantry, company D, of 
Fort Wayne and company G, of Colum- 
bia City. Four himdred and fifty men 
are affected. 


The new rules governing federal aid 
to state militias are said by national 
guard officials here to he such as to 
make it almost impossible to reach the 
standard of efficiency set by the gov- 
ernment with a limited time for drilling. 
Adjutant General Bridges recalled yes- 
terday that Avhen he took charge of'the 
Indiana National Guard in May 1914 the 
number of men in the organization was 
2,278 and the records in the office now 
show the total number is 2,!>05. With 
the 450 men in the disqualified compan- 
ies the guard has a gain of 177 members 
of the number it had 
when 
he 
took 
office. 


General Bridges said that he has been 
informed that in some states where the 
i^ar department's investigation has been 
conducted federal aid has 
been 
with- 
drawn from entire brigades. With the 
withdrawal of government aid the mil- 
itia companies are practically helpless, 
as all of the equipment is supplied by 
the government. 


"It is not a question of these com- 
panies being "less efficient; it is because 
tho government is more strict in its re- 
quirements," said General Bri-lgos.

PRZEMYSL RETAKEN 
BY AUSTRO-GERMANS 


(Continued from Pace I-) 


the fortress and that the forts girdling 
the position had been taken. 


\Vhen I^zemysl fell into the hands 
of the Russians it had undergone a siege 
lasting 201 days. 
The Austrian garri- 
son ori<rinally consisted of 170,000 men, 
of whom 
40,000 were killed. 
About 
120,000 Austrians surrendered when the 
fortress capitulated. 
These 
included 
2,602 officers and officiaU and 117,000 
men. 


With Przemysl in their 
possession, 
the Austrians and Germans have con- 
cluded the first phase of their new Gali- 
cian campaign which waa launched in 
the drive from Cracow. 
While the fall 
of Przemysl has not been conceded at 
Petrograd, so far as cable advices show, 
the latest official statement from the 
Russian war office admitted that the be- 
siegers of the fortress had won some 
siieeesses, including the capture of two 
outlying forl^s to the north. 
Dispatches 
from the Austrian front to Vienna in- 
dieate that the attacking forces relied 
largely on their heavy guns, which they 
have used effectively all through tlieir 
advance acros.'? (ralicia. These dispatches 
say the Rus.sians hud removed men and 
•supplies from Przemysl in anticipation 
of its fall, and that they considered it 
not improbable they would lose Lem- 
burg as w^ell. 


TELLS OF THE FIGHTING. 


Russian General Staff Makes Report on 
Operations. 


Petrograd, June 3.—An ofTicial state- 
ment is.sued last ni^ht at the headfluar- 
ters of the 'Russian general staff waa 
as follow.-}: 


"In the Shavli region Monday we re- 
pulsed successfully several attacks and 
captured a redoubt east of the village 
of Trawliany. 


"On the Narew front on the left bank 
.of the Vistula the enemy on Tucadaj 
delivered several attacks which we re- 
pulsed. 


"In Galicia Monday between the Vis- 
tula and Przemysl .'»tubborn fighting de- 


veloped, our troops gaininsi somewhat 
important successes on the left bank of 
the lower San, taking several villages, 
some with the bayonet. 
On the right 
bank of the same river we were suc- 
cessful near the village of Kalukouve, 
taking a base south of the village, cap- 
turing 1,200 prisoners, including 22 of- 
ficers and eight quick 
firers." 


"Przeinysl was bombarded with heavy 
guns up to H)-inch calibre and the en- 
emy 
delivered 
his 
principal 
attack 
against the north front in the region ot 
forts 10 and 11, which the Austrian» 
had almost cornpletwly demolished be- 
fore the surrender of the fortress. 


"When we repulsed these attacks the 
enemy succeeded in taking several of 
our guns, which had bombarded the en- 
emy's columns imtil 
the 
latter were 
close to the muzzles and the last shell 
was spent. According to Bupplement«t> 
information we took two right quick 
firers. 


"There has been no change between 
Przemysl and the great marsh of the 
Dneister. 


"Between Lysmenitza 
and Stry 
the 
enemy, 
who 
had 
concentrated 
their 
heavy 
artillery 
and 
reinforcejnents, 
achieved some successes in the coitrse of 
the night 
by 
stubborn attacks with 
large forces.

She is credited with desiring Transyl- 
vania, which is

The me- 
thod which the Anstro-Ocnnans have 
been employing recently to accomplish thc

struggles along the Yser river. 


The retaking of the Przemysl fortress 


already has been characterized.by Brit- 
ish observers as one of the most re- 
markable feats of the war. Immediately 
after the surrender of the Austrian gar- 
rison the Russians began a western rush 
through Galicia and it was predicted 
that they would soon overrun both Sile- 
sia and the plains of Hungary. 


Offensive Was Terrific.

If this is the view that 
prevails in the states let me change it. 


We live in regular houses, just as voti 


do. They even have furnaces in them, 
kitchen runfies, the best furniture ob- 
tainable and pianos, talking machines 
and .telephones. Gazes down a street in 
Soward and but for the mountains in j 
the background you cannot tell whether; 
it is a suburb of Chicago or San Fran- j 
Cisco.

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The End of Watchful Waiting 


' 
President Wilson's formal notification to all factions in Mexico 


that unless differences are speedily composed and a recognized gov- 
ernment of law and order quickly established in that unhappy re- 
public marks an end of tho policy of watchful -waiting. Through a 
period of two years, often in the face of great provocation, the pres- 
ident has kept hands off in the hope that the Mexican people mighti 
be able to work out their own salvation. 
Again and agaia has a 


government that promised well been set up. at Mexico City, only to 
be turned against and overthrown by those who had been its sup- 
porters. There has been no desire upon the part of the United States 
to meddle in Mexican affairs, and least of all a desire to profit by 
Vhe misfortunes of the southern republic. 


But the situation is one which has unquestionably placed upon 


the United States a distinct responsibility to the remainder of civil- 
ization, and disagreeable as it may be this country is confronted by a 
very real duty—that of saving Mexico from itself. It is not a ques- 
tion of American rights and American investments there. Tho issue 
is deeper than that. This country cannot permit a continued reign 
of anarchy, lawlessness and pillage to continue indefinitely next door. 
and the situation is intensified by the fact that the conflict in Mex- 
ico has brought the civilian population there face to face with star- 
vation. 


What steps may be necessary to adjust affairs and restore peace 


and order in Mexico no man can now tell. It may be that the warn- 
ing will suffice. It may be that support will have to be given to the 
faction which promises best results, and there is also tho disagreeable 
prospect of armed intervention. 
There are those who have been 


clamoring for that from the first, and yet behind President "Wilson in 
his desire to avoid meddling has been the great preponderance of 
public opinion. That same opinion will be behind him now in the 
new policy to be followed in dealing with a situation in which fur- 
ther forbearance has become intolerable.-

Indiana's earth roads 
with proper care, may be kept open 
most of the year. 
There should be, 


however, more systematic and BcienUfle 
care, such :is ditching, draining, diagg- 
ing and weed cutting. Many counties 
suffer from washed out highways when 
a thick planting of red clover, timothy 
or other strong-growing grass at the 
sides would prevent erosion. The. state 
has many miles of gravel roads, and 
with these, as with the macadam, the 
automobile has played havoc.

Indianapolis, Juno 3.—Adjutant Gen- 


eral Frank L. Bridges of tlm Indiana 
National Guard has sent notices to of- 
ficers of ten companies of the guard 
asking what steps, if any, have been 
taken toward bringing their organiza- 
tions up to tho standard of efficiency 
set by the war department .as a. requisit 
for obtaining federal aid. The ten com- 
panion in question will be automatically 
mustered out of the service as the result 
of a report received by Adjutant Gen- 
eral Bridges from thn war department 
which report disqualifies the ten com- 
panies from further participation in mil- 
itary work because they have not reach- 
ed tho standard of efficiency set by the 
war department. 


The ten companies can again receive 


federal aid only on their reorganization 
as new companies. 


Tho companies affected by the depart- 


ment's report aro five in tho first in 
fnntry as follows: Company C, of Sow 
Albany, company F, of Madison, com- 
pany 31, of JHloomington, company I, of 
Washington and company K, of Mart- 
insville. There are three companies in the 
Second Infantry as follows: Company K, 
of Franklin, company IT, of Indianapo- 
lis and company M, of Anderson. In ad- 
dition to those named there arc two 
from the Third Infantry, company D, of 
Fort Wayne and company 0, of Colum- 
bia City. Four hundred and fifty men 
are affected.
